Several new courses and specialized Master of Laws programs will be offered 
beginning this fall by The George Washington University's National Law Center as 
part of its graduate and continuing legal education program. 

Courses will be offered for the first time on the Executive Function, the Modern 
Corporation, Diplomatic and Consular Law, and the European Common Market, said Louis 
H. Mayo, Dean of the University's Graduate School of Public Law. 


"The increasing importance of the role of the President and of the entire Execu¬ 
tive branch in various segments of social and economic activity with which lawyers 
are intimately involved suggests that an orderly attempt to analyze the Executive 
Function would be useful to the profession," Dean Mayo said. He will conduct the 
new seminar along with Professor Arthur S. Miller. 


Milton Mitchell, Legal Counselor in the Office of Protocol, Department of State, 
will teach the course on Diplomatic and Consular Law, Mitchell has spent 12 years 
in the Department of State in international legal affairs, specializing in the sub¬ 
jects of rights, privileges and immunities of foreign governments and government 
agents, particularly diplomatic and consular missions and personnel. The course will 
be available to non-lawyers upon the instructor's approval. 

The seminar *n The Modern Corporation—to be taught by Associate Professor of 
Law Henry G. Manne—will emphasize the economic aspects of modern corporation law and 
regulation. Visiting Professor of Law Max Isenbergh, who has held numerous prominent 

positions with the Federal Government, will conduct the course on the European Common 
Market. 

Dean Mayo said that in response to the increasing demand for new skills and know¬ 
ledge in various specialized areas of law and public affairs, the Graduate School of 
Public Law will offer selected Master of Laws programs in Government Procurement Law, 

Administrative Law, Patent and Trade Regulation Law, and Foreign Trade and Investment 
Law. 
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GWU FRATERNITY FIRST OF ITS KIND 
TO SPONSOR BOY SCOUT ORGANIZATION 

Scout unit* are sponsored by all types of organizations, including churches, 
schools, civic associations, service clubs, fire and police departments. But before 
June of this year, there never had been a Boy Scout organization sponsored by a 
national collegiate social fraternity. 

Harry Jones, an Assistant District Executive for the Boy Scouts of America and 
an alumnus of George Washington University's Sigma Nu Fraternity, knew this. He also 
knew of several boys in the Washington area who had been deprived ef Scouting activi¬ 
ties when their troops had to fold. 

So during the spring semester of this year, Jones approached members of his Sigma 
Nu Fraternity at George Washington with the idea that they sponsor an Explorer Scout 
Post. The undergraduates, many of whom were once scouts themselves, voted to under¬ 
take the project under the supervision of several of the local chapter's alumni. 

Dale Hudelson, an alumnus, was appointed as Post Advisor and given the respon¬ 
sibility for actually organizing the Post. A committee of alums was elected to super¬ 
vise the policy and program of the unit, and Frank Emmick, an undergraduate member 
of Signa Nu, was appointed institutional representative. 

In June, Jones gave advisor Hudelson the names of two boys, who, when contacted, 
became the first members of the Post. They were Mike Williams, 622 Darrington Street, 
S. E., and Tony Torjak, 7229 West Fort Foote Terrace, Oxen Hill, Maryland. Mike and 
Tory soon brought along friends who joined the organization and the Post's roster now 
includes ten boys of Explorer Scout age— Hi to 18 years old.

GWU FRAT SPONSORS SCOUT UNIT 

The unit has been active since June but today (Sunday, Sept. 8) marks a high¬ 
light in its young history. At U p.m. at the Sigma Nu house, 2028 G Street, N. W., 
on the George Washington University campus, the Boy Scouts of America will present 
the Delta Phi Chapter (GW chapter of Sigma Nu) with their charter as sponsoring 
organization of Explorer Post 1276. Thus, Sigma Nu will be officially recognized as 
the first national college social fraternity to sponsor a Boy Scout organization. 

At the installation ceremony, Lou Thornhill, Assistant District Commissioner 
of the Anacostia District of the National Capital Area Council, will present the unit 
charter to Ted Mather, President of the Sigma Nu Fraternity. University and Scout 
officials, members of the Post and their parents, and members of the fraternity and 
alumni will be present for the ceremony• 

Though the fraternity alums supervise the unit, the undergraduate members assist 
with all activities, and host Post meetings at the fraternity house. Meetings will be 

held twice a month during the school year• 

During the past summer, the unit went on a camping trip near Baltimore, spent 
one day at Camp Roosevelt (a local Scout camp), and attended the sports car races at 
Marlboro. Several fraternity members provided transportation and accompanied the 
unit on each trip. 

When asked if the unit would be increased in size from its present ten boys, 
advisor Hudelson, in the true Scouting spirit, said, "We hope to at least double 
our size before too long." 
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The current controversy over the disposition of patent rights originating from 
government-financed research and development appears to be greatly over-exaggerated, 
a recent survey by The George Washington University's Patent, Trademark and Copyright 
Research Institute indicates. The study was conducted by Mary Holman, a research 
fellow in the PTC Research Institute. 

There is a tendency for those anxious to change the government patent policy to 
over-emphasize the importance of the utilization of patented inventions originating 
from government-financed R&D, the study said. 

The government currently owns some 12,000 patented inventions, acquired mainly 
from its vast R&D program. These patents are usually made freely available to industry 
for commercial use. Most of the patents are military-oriented, however, and thus, have 
little if any commercial potential. Many cover technology on radiant energy, ammuni¬ 
tion and explosive devices, and ordnance. 

Some government inventions, such as bomb ejector mechanisms and radio jamming 
systems, have no potential commercial use at all. As one Department of Defense in¬ 
ventor replied when surveyed, "...is not applicable to commercial use until mercenary 
armies become popular again." 

The survey found that the rate of commercial use of government-owned patented 
inventions is between 10 and 15 percent, much lower than the rate of use of privately 
developed and owned inventions. A previous study by the PTC Research Institute 
determined that approximately 60 percent of all U. S. patented inventions are used 
commercially. 

Overwhelmingly, inventors cited two reasons for nondevelopment of government 
patents for commercial use—the invention is for the government only and there is 
insufficient market demand.

The government usually grants revocable, nonexclusive, royalty-free licenses 
upon request. If it were to grant exclusive rights to its patents, the rate of 
commercial use would rise only slightly, the study determined. 

The government is now the largest single owner of patents in the United States. 
Its patents constitute a little over two percent of all unexpired patents.

JAPANESE STATISTICIAN TO TEACH, CONDUCT RESEARCH AT GWU 
UNDER NEW NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION FELLOWSHIP PROGRAM 

George Washington University will host one of a select group of senior foreign 
scientists who have been granted fellowships to teach and conduct research in this 
country under a new National Science Foundation program. 

Dr. Minoru Sakaguchi, a statistician from the University of Electro-Communications 
in Tokyo, will arrive here on September 2t* for a one-year stay. 

Dr. Sakaguchi, whose major interests are statistical information theory and the 
theory of games, received his Ph. D. degree from Kuyushu University in Japan. He is 
one of 53 scientists from throughout the world who received grants through the 
recently-initiated Senior Foreign Scientist Fellowship Program. 

The fellowship program is looked upon as a means of enlarging the scope of 
science education in the United States, and of promoting increased cooperation within 
the international scientific community. 

At George Washington, Dr. Sakaguchi will work closely with the Department of 
Statistics. He will conduct a graduate and faculty seminar on aspects of information 
theory and its applications, and on some of his recent research activities. He will 
also participate in a research program on selective information and statistical pro¬ 
cedures as well as in strategic information and games of strategy, and will serve as 
an advisor on research problems to faculty and students in the Department of Statis¬ 
tics.

The University has approved #193*900 in student loans for the coming school year 
through its two major loan funds. Assistant Treasurer Maurice K. Heartfield, Jr., said 
today. 

The loans, which will go to 258 students, represent an increase of 167,023 over 
the amount of student loans made all of last year through the two funds—the National 
Defense Student Loan Fund and the United Student Aid Funds. 

Of the *193,900 in loans approved for this year, #132,350 was in National Defense 
Student Loans and #61,550 was in loans through the United 3tudent Aid Funds Program. 
During 1962-63, the University granted 1119,272 in National Defense Student Loans, and 
approved #7,605 in loans through USA Funds. The University began participating in the 
USA Funds Program during the spring semester of last school yeax'. 

The University received #99,333 this year under the federally supported student 
loan program, though it initially asked for #178,315. 'Hie U. S. Office of Education, 
which administers the student loan program under the National Defense Education Act, 
said last week that requests for funds from 1,5b8 participating colleges and universities 
totaled £122 million this y<-ar. only #90 million in federal ala was authorized for the 
funds were allocated by the Office of ducation using a formula based on college 
enrollments in the States. 

For every in federal aid the University receives, it puts up il, Heartfield

In addition to the two major loan funds, the University maintains a substantial 
list of outside funds T/hero loans may be obtained.

Two internationally-recognized scholars will spend a semester each on the 
faculty of The George Washington University's Institute for Sino-Soviet Studies 
during the coming school year. President Thomas H. Carroll announced today. 

The two men, both experts in Far Eastern affairs, are Franz Michael and George 
E* Taylor, both of whom will be on leave of absence from the University of Washing¬ 
ton's Far Eastern and Russian Institute during their stay at GWU. Michael will be 
here during the fall semester and Taylor during the spring semester. They have been 
appointed as Visiting Professors of International Affairs. 

Michael is Professor of Chinese History and Government and Chairman of the Modern

The classroom was dirty, sometimes cold, and dotted with millipedes and an 
occasional snake, but eight Oeorge Washington University education majors wouldn’t 
trade it for the best-equipped classroom around. 

That was the consensus, at least, after the eight seniors had spent a week 
"observing classes" at Frederick County’s Outdoor School in the Catoctin Mountain 

t 

Park near Thurmont, Maryland. 

The Outdoor School, begun on an experimental basis in 1957, operates today as 
an extremely effective method of teaching science to sixth graders. Eaoh sixth 
grade student in Frederick County spends one week at the School, either in the fall 
or the spring. 

John Boswell, an Assistant Professor of Education at the University, visited 
the Outdoor School last spring, and made arrangements for his students to spend a 
week there as observer-counselors on a volunteer basis. Boswell thought the exper¬ 
ience students would gain at the School "around the clock" would far outweigh the 
experience gained from the thirty hours of observation time education majors are 
required to spend in the conventional classroom. So he gave his students an option. 

Five women and three men volunteered to give up a week of their vacation time 
for the project.

The students have returned from the Maryland school with high praise for the 
school and its program. They were equally enthusiastic when asked what they thought 
the experience contributed to their training for the teaching profession. 

"I think that we learned more in one week of living and learning with the 
children than in any number of isolated observations,” said Ken Kowalski, who plans 
to be a secondary school teacher. ”It would be an excellent part of every student¬ 
teaching program." 

The Outdoor School program "gives you a better insight into the behavior and 
personalities of the children than is possible in a strictly 'classroom' atmosphere," 
Kowalski said. 

It was "a warm and rewarding week which has helped me immensely in my prospective 
career as a teacher," said Marilyn Paul. 

"There seems no better way to observe actively the relationships, learning poten- 
tial, growth and antics of sixth graders," said Herbert Baker. 

Outdoor education is not synonymous with outdoor camping. The Outdoor School is 
an extension of the Frederick County school curriculum, and provides opportunities 
for pupils to study, to learn, to observe and to apply their knowledge of science in 
a natural enviroment under the guidance and leadership of their teachers, members 
of the School's staff, and observer-counselors like the GWU group. 

"This is the closest thing to willing, painless learning I've seen," said Baker.

The George Washington University has received an unrestricted direct grant 
of $21*00 from Eastman Kodak under the company’s aid-to-education program for 1963 .

The George Washington University's Patent, Trademark and Copyright Research 
Institute has suggested that President Kennedy appoint a Committee of Experts to 
recommend "needed revisions in international trade law and procedure*" 

The profusion of conflicting and ambiguous judge—made law on restrictive prac¬ 
tices has left the American trader in a legal morass," said L. James Harris, Executive 
Director of the Institute, and Irving H. Siegel, a member of the research staff. 

"Doing business in the United States may seem encumbered enough, but the posi¬ 
tion of a company doing business abroad is immeasurably worsened," the two men 
reported in the latest issue of the Institute's Journal of Research and Education .

Current problems and developments in U. S. Government construction contracting 
will be the subject of a many-faceted conference for government and industry repre¬ 
sentatives to be held in Washington, D. C., on November 7-8, 1963.
